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ATLANTIC AIRLINES 
RACE NEAR GETAWAY 


Planes of Five Powers Vie 
For Best Routes. 


NEW YORK.-—-Five nations en- 
gaged in a race for commercial air 
supremacy of the North Atlantic are 
conducting experimental flights over 
routes which may soon be traversed 
regularly by planes carrying pas- 
sengers, mail and cargo. 


For years aviation companies of 
five nations have been jealously 
watching each other’s designs on the 
North Atlantic. Each is hopeful 
of beating its rivals to establish- 
ment of air service over what, from 
the viewpoint of nationalistic pres- 
tige, is the most important route in 
the W rid. 

Engaged in the race are Pan- 
American Airways of the United 
States and the following govern- 
ment-subsidized companies of for- 
eign countries: 

Imperial Airways, commissioned 
by the British government to es- 
tablish an empire route connecting 
England, Ireland, Newfoundland, 


Canada and the United States; Air 
France Transatlantique, subsidized 
by the French government to the 
extent of $5,000,000; Deutsche Luf- 
thansa of Germany; Ala Littoria of 
Italy. 

Service by Fall Possible. 

Theoretically, Pan-American and 
Imperial Airways are neck and neck 
at this stage of the race, and it is 
possible that each will be in the air 
by autumn, carrying mail and pas- 
sengers between England and New 
York. 

The Germans have made the most 
survey flights and have obtained 
permission to make more from Lis- 
bon, Portugal, the Azores to 
America. 

The Germans, French and _ Ital- 
ians already have established mail 
services across the South Atlantic, 
but Pan-American, with its South 
American and Pacific lines, has the 
most ocean-flving experience. 

Both the American and British 
companies have obtained full com- 
mercial flying rights over both North 
Atlantic routes—via Southampton, 
Newfoundland and Canada to the 
United States, or via Portugal, the 
Azores and Bermuda. The others, 
have or are in the process of ob- 
taining experimental rights only.

Pan-American Ready. 


Pan-American flew the northern 
route twice and southern once last 
summer, but plans no further sur- 
veys because its personnel already 
has more than 4,000,000 miles of 
ocean-flying experience. 

Imperial Airways made seven 
round-trip survey flights via Ireland 
and Newfoundland last year, and 
will make more this summer. 

Imperial is experimenting with 
the Mayo composite craft, a small 
plane capable of carrying little be- 
side mail which is catapulted from 
a larger plane. 

Air France Transatlantique plans 
to make its first survey flights with 
the 80,000 pound Lt. De Vaisseau 
Paris.

Solid Freezing of Earth 
Is Seen in 71,799 Years 


MIAMI.—After two years of re- 
search, Prof. Hirsch Yankelwitz, 
formerly of the institute of Technol- 
ogy of St. Petersburg university, 
declares that the earth will freeze 
into a solid ball in 71,799 years. 

It’s all a question of determining 
when the volcanic fires, which give 
life and vegetation, will burn out. 
He reaches his figure by comparing 
the dimensions of the earth, Mars 
and the moon, freezing three 
spheres of relative size, letting them 
form a coating of ice and then 
measuring the amount of moisture.

IN HUNT FOR FOOD 


Great Moments of History 
Influenced by Search. 


NEW YORK.—Germany’s recent 
anschluss of Austria and Japan’s 
invasion of China—two crises moti- 
vated by need of new sources of 
food supplies—prove again that food 
continues to play the dominant role 
in shaping man’s destiny. 

Ever since the day Adam ate the 
forbidden apple, many great mo- 
ments of history have revolved 
around food. For example, Amer- 
ica might be a British colony to this 
day if our forefathers hadn’t brewed 
up the Revolution in the Boston Tea 
Party. The entire course of history 
was changed because Napoleon ate 
a leg of mutton with onions. His- 
torians say it made him sluggish- 
minded so that tactical errors cost 
him the important battle of Leipzig. 

The downfall of Rome testifies 
that proper diets have an important 
bearing on political endurance. 
Rome ate herself into the grave, her 
depraved gluttony being typified by 
the appetites of rulers like Emperor 
Gaius Julius Verus Maximus (235- 
238 A. D.) who bolted 40 pounds of 
meat and drank six gallons of wine 
daily. When Emperor Didius in 
193 tried to make laws against glut- 
tony, the ravenous nobles killed 
him. Rome became soft-brained 
and soft-muscled. She fell in 455 
A. D. before the hunger-sharpened 
spears of the German barbarians 
from the north who were questing 
new forage grounds. 

Use Synthetic Foods. 

Germany’s current program of 
feeding her people with a diet of 
synthetic foods made from wood- 
pulp is an interesting throwback to 
primitive times. During famines, 
the Indians and Nineteenth century 
Swedish peasants ate the bark of 
trees to keep them alive. 


The Pomo Indians of California 
relished stewed barnacles, and Af- 
rican-mothers-to-be still eat ashes 
to grow teeth and bones. American 
Indian tribes have been reported to 
exist for long periods on a pound 
of earth a day. 

As man discarded these raw, 
tough diets for cooked foods, a pro- 
found evolutionary facial change ac- 
companied the collapse of his chew- 
ing muscles. The crude, gorilla- 
like countenance of the Neanderthal 
man disappeared as teeth became 
smaller and caused the formation 
of chins. 


The Neanderthal man was even- 
tually exterminated by rickets and 
rheumatism because he was unable 
to secure a steady day-to-day supply 
of nutritious foods containing vita- 
mins, carbohydrates, fats, proteins 
and 40 mineral substances like cal- 
cium and iron in essential quanti- 
ties to maintain good health. 

Before the advent of modern mass 
buying and distribution brought ef- 
fortless choice of a well-balanced 
nutritious dinner or supper from 
among the 3,500 different items 
stocked on most grocery shelves, 
lack of fresh fruits and vegetables 
made many Americans prey to dis- 
eases that cut short their produc- 
tive spans of life. 

Better Meals Available. 


Better meals and greater variety 
are being made available to increas- 
ingly large numbers of our popula- 
tion. With the aid of dietary ex- 
perts on the one hand to guide the 
proper choice of food, and the ad- 
vent of low food prices made pos- 
sible by more efficient methods of

CLEVELAND. — “‘Alike as two 
peas in a pod’’ was probably never 
more true than in the case of Ed 
and Bill Day, identical twins. The 
brothers, leading almost duplicate 
existences, have been saying ‘‘Make 
it two’’ all their lives as they or- 
dered hats shoes, food. 

Anything one wanted, he assumed 
the other also desired, and ordered 
two. This was because they wear 
the same sizes and weigh the same 
—to the pound. 

They have been together for 54 
years—ever since they were born, 
except for one period of two weeks, 
when they were separated long 
enough to pitch on different ball 
teams.

Then they leave for work togeth- 
er—both are foremen, and if they 
are late it is quite possible that in 
their haste they have dressed in 
each other’s clothing—not that it 
makes any difference. 


Italy Plans Motorists’ 


Paradise in Ethiopia 
ROME.—The “‘hell-hole’’ of crea- 
tion will soon be a motorists’ para 
dise, if Mussolini's plans are com- 
pleted. 

Over 1,400 miles of macadam 
roads are now being laid down in 
Italy’s new African imperial col- 
onies, according to a report made 
by the Italian ministry of public 
works, 

The first stretch to be inaugurat 
ed will be ‘‘Victory Highway” which 
follows the line of march taken by 
Marshal Badoglio when he ploughed 
through the Negus’ army to Addis 
Ababa, two years ago. This road 
will connect the capital with As- 
mara, chief city of the Eritrean 
province, and Massau, Red sea port. 


Exportation of Spiders 
In Jelly Now Planned 


LONDON. — British chemists are 
experimenting with new methods of 
preserving spiders in jelly for ex- 
port to the East. Many eastern 
races believe that by swallowing 
spiders they can be cured of ague, 
malaria and other diseases. They 
are particularly impressed by spe- 
cies of spiders with which they are 
unfamiliar.

Doctors estimate that of the 
15,000,090 chronic cases of illness in 
the United States, at least 1,000,000 
eases of diabetes, migraine, arthri- 
tis and cardiac trouble could have 
been prevented at the outset by 
proper diet.
